young fowls and send to market all 
those that we do not want to keep— 
males and females—or if we prefer 
to keep them for the table

The young males that we want to 


keep should be put

begins in the early spring. All old 
males 
should be disposed of, and 


the hens and pullets to be kept for 
layers should be kept by themselves

Provide a scratching shed and see
